Attorney R. S. Farrand, who is assist* 
ing in the prosecution, opened tlie argu­ 
ment: 
He stated that, for three day s, he 
had been sick, and he did not know 
whether or not he w'ould be able to talk 
long. 
Having 
been employ ed by the 
county to help in the prosecution of this 
case, and soon after being so employ ed, 
lie went to work searching out the de­ 
tails indicated in the testimony . 
They 
understood, when they began the exami- 
ation, the details of the testimouy 
After making a thorough examination 
of the testimony , they were wishing, as 
well as hoping, that when Mr. Bethea 
came before the jury that he might throw 
the penetrating light of explanation, at 
least, upon the evidence that surrounds 
this man; out they weie doomed to dis­ 
appointment. 
* * * Mr. Bethea said 
in his opening statements here, that the 
jury men were called upon to perform as 
sad and solemn duties us ever were im­ 
posed upon twelve men. 
He agreed with 
him thoroughly . 
The people of the 
State have placed in \our hands now, 
¿ nd 3'our hands alone, the inforcemeutof 
the law. 
If y ou convict an innocent man 
y ou have committed a great wrong; if 
y ou let a guilty man go, y ou have 0111- 
mitted just as great a wrong. 
The re­ 
sponsibility is with 3 ou, and with 3'ou 
alone. 
It is generally supposed that 
when an attorney takes the lloor in 
the opening of such an important case 
u s this that he will state to the jury fairly 
what he expects to prove in the case. 
He 
wanted to 
before starting 
upon 
the argument to call y our attention to tlie 
peuiug statement of Mr Morrison, and 
then that made by Mr. Bethea, the coun­ 
cil for the defense, and all he had got to 
say as to the statement made by Mr. 
Morrison is this: That there was not a 
single statement from the beginning un­ 
til the close of that statement made l)>' 
Mr. Morrison but what has been proven 
<.ud sustained;every link,every statement, 
every word that fell from His lips have 
'*een enforced b3' the testimony of hon­ 
est, creditable, disinterested witnesses. 
That is all I have to say about the 
statement made Hy Mr. Morrison. 
An 
attorney has no right to draw false con­ 
clusions f rom statements that are false, 
to mislead y ou, and prejudice 3’our minds 
He don’t sa>' that Mr. Bethea has done so, 
he was refering only to Mr. Morrison’s 
candor, 
his 
honesty 
in 
stating 
to 
y ou the facts that have been detailed 
from that witness stand. 
Mr. Bethea 
said in his opening statement that this 
ling was found near the premises after 
there had been an article published in 
T h e D ixo n T e l e g r ap h , to the effect 
that it was necessary to find this ring in 
order to convict tliis defendant with this 
crime, 
Why in the name of God if that 
man had traded that ring to Mr. Thiel, 
why did not Mr. Bethea tell y ou 
the 
opening of this case? Mr. Bethea <Sa not 
know that man« story then; he sat here 
as silent as the grave and waited until he 
ould see whether we could prove that 
that was the ring that this man had, and 
after we had estabished that, Mr. Bethea 
came up and said ’‘Why y es, we traded 
that ring to Thiel;" and I repeat, gentle­ 


men,said Mr.Farrand,that Mr.Betheadid 
not know when he began this trial, or if 
he did kept it locked up in his own breast, 
that this man had ever traded that ring 
to Frank Thiel. I ask y ou gentlemeu to 
turn y our thoughts to God and ask him 
to guide and direct y ou while Mr. Bethea 
speaks, that y ou may go home in y our 
closet to y our God and say that y ou have 
done y our duty . 
Mo se was the first to 
say Thiel was going away ; he did go 
away and never came back alive. 
He 
was seen with Mosse fifty minutes before 
the cattle were bellowing at the blood 
spilled on the ground. 
Now gentlemen 
there has baen a great deal of talk about 
this case. 
Mr. Bethea had four doctors 
examine these clothes; don’t y ou sup­ 
pose 
if 
these 
doctors 
had 
said 
there was not any blood upon these 
chHhes, he would have put the question 
tp them? They were his witnesses, and 
heliad knowledge of it and did not daiff 
put the question. 
I say to y ou that Mr. 
Bethea will take the position here, that 
this is all circumstancial evidence; that we 
must prove every link in that chain of 
circumstances or else the whole thing is 
false. 
He is apt, if there is a single link 
that has the least crack in it. to say the 
chain must be false. 
This murder was 
♦ 
perpetrated the 12th day of {September, 
and I say it was the most cruel and das­ 
tardly murder ever perpetrated by civiliz­ 
ed man. 
[After reading law and going 
over the circumstance of the arrest the at­ 
torney contiaued:] 
When he (Mosse) got out in the y ard 
and went to examining his pocket to see 
whether these officers had 
taken any 
thing from him, I asked how did he know 
that the officeis had been in his pocket? 
He knew that chain ; he knew those officers 
would examine him, and I tkink lie 
thought he would get rid of it. 
I have 
no unkind word to say against Miss Mag­ 
gie Smith. 
She is probably tied to that 
man with strong bonds of love and af­ 
fection; she was soon to become his wife 
and be her husband. Uuder such circum­ 
stances, I have no unkind word to say , ex­ 
cept that when she told Mr.Woody attand 
Mr. Morrison iliat 
that man left that 
house at three o’clock, she told the truth, 
the whole tiuth, and nothing but the 
truth.

mium which Mr. Cowley gave the plucky 
person with nerve enough to smoke one 
of the aforesaid cigars was a jack knife; 
and it was desired by the lawy ers to show 
that one of the premium knives was the 
same sort of a knife that was found by 
Spiller in the field at the scene of murder.

This was after she

She is a healthy las9 , ap­ 
pearing, to judge by her full face, a little 
older than the eighteen y ears of age stated. 
On her face there is constantly fixed a 
sadness that indicates a deep sorrow. 
In 
giving her testimony she was quite delib­ 
erate in her answers and indeed had the 
appearance of a person quite as cool as 
though there was not another individual 
besides herself in that court room. 
But 
after completing her evidence she remark 
ed to a person by her side: *‘I was very 
much excited." It is not m the feast 
strange that she was, w hen ail the circum 
stances are considered. 
She was 
upon 
the witness stand 
testify ing in a 
case 
where her evidence, solitary and alone, 
was to save the 
life or condemn to the 
gallows one dearer to her, perhaps, 
than 
life it« elf. One little mistake; a slip of 
the tongue, might be fatal to 
o dc who, 
however monstrous he may be to the rest 
of us. Is all the world to her. 
Whatever 
may be thought of Mosse we believe that 
the people generally sy mpatize with Mag­ 
gie Smith. 
Her evidence had the appear­ 
ance candor, and 
her conduct all through 
the terrible ordeal lias been exemplary . 
When the attorney for the defence was 
speaking in behalf of her evidence 
she 
appeared much affected.

Colum b us, Ohio, Jan. 26.—The op p osing 
forces in the Ohio* senate forced each other 
M onday afternoon, clinched, indulged in 
numerous b outs in which neither side was 
successful in ga in in g.a throw , and then 
adjourned to renew the contest another day. 
The Rep ub lican senators, 
wb os * 
session 
commenced a t 10 >’elock a. m., did nothing 
b eyond ap p rov ing the journal of Saturday. 
D uring the afternoon they went out in 
squads to dinner, b ut Lieutenant Gov ernor 
Kennedy fearful of 
a coup d’etat p re­ 
ferred to keep his seat and sola cod himself 
w ith an humb le lunch of crackers and 
cheese and so the hours p assed. 
Three o’clock came, and with it the first 
signs of p ub lic interest Crov ,**ls of men and 
women b egan to flock into the cham fer 
until e v e r y av ailab le foot of ground outside 
of the charmed circle was occup ied, while 
out in the lob b y hundreds struggled in a 
v ain attem p t to gain adm ittance t j the 
ov ercrowded chamb er. 
A t ¡5:47, cheering 
and clap p ing of hands 
on the outside 
heralded the aj>p roaoh of the Democratic 
senators, who in single file, with slow m ili­ 
tary tread and am id renewed manifestations 
of enthusiasm from the insiders, entered the 
cham b er and took their siats. 
The roll was 
called anil ev ery memb er resp onded. 
The p residing officer announced that the 
order of the day was the contest of the seats 
of the Ham ilton county delegation, b ut lie 
had scarcely concluded, when Cab le, Demo­ 
crat, was on his feet with a motion that all 
further p roceedings under the call he dis­ 
p ensed with. 
Conrad. Rep ub lican, antag­ 
onized this with the p oint of order that the 
call had exhausted itself, and.then the music 
b egan. 
Both sides p ut foiw ard their b est 
sp eakers, and citations of p recedents liew 
thick and fa st 
Fassett enliv ened the p ro­ 
ceedings b y calling attention in stentorian 
tones to the fact tha t Allen O.

sy stematic knowledg e, and with well- 
informed minds, we should find that, 
whatever be their theoretic notions, they 
have worked on the principles on which

have been all along insisting .

have succeeded by the developement and 
cultivation of the intellig ence of their 
pupils, and by nothing else, and they 
have succeeded just in proportion as they 
have conscientiously kept this object in 
view. Let us hear what Dean Stanley tells | 
Arnold’s teaching . “ Arnold's whole us of 
method was founded on the principle of 
awakening the intellig ence of every in­ 
dividual hoy . 
Hence it was his practice 
to teach, not, as y ou perce'ive, by down 
pouring , bu< by q uestioning . 
As a g en 
eral rule, he never g ave information ex ­ 
cept as a reward for an answer, and often 
withheld it altog ether, or checked him­ 
self in the very act of uttering it. from a 
sense that those whom he was addressing 
lad uot sufficient interest or sy mpathy to 
entitle them to receive it. 
His ex plana 
tions were as short as possible, enoug h to 
dispose of the difficulty and no more, and 
lis q uestions were of a kind to call the 
attention of tile boy s to the real point nf 
every ' subject*to disclose to them the ex ­ 
act boundaries of what they knew and 
did not know, and to cultivate a habit 
not only of collecting facts, but of ex 
pressing themselves with facility , and of 
understanding the principles on which 
these facts rested.” Huch was Arnold’s 
method of teaching ; and it is obvious 
that, muta t’a t inuta nd in, 
modified some 
what so as to apply to the earliest ele­ 
mentary instruction, it involves all the 
principles which I have contended for, 
as constituting the true art of teaching . 
The boy s were, in fact, teaching them ­ 
selves under the direction of the teacher,* 
without, or with the slig htest ex plana­ 
tion on his part.. They were using all 
their minds on the subject and g aining 
independent power.

was supported by 12T pillars of beautiful 
Parian marble, each of a sing le shaft 
and raised by us many king s.

But 1 must draw' these remarks to a 
conclusion, 
It is hardly necessary for 
me to state formally the principles for 
which I have been all along arg uing .

An art implies an 
artist who works by sy stematic rules. 
The processes and rules of art ex plicitly 
implicltoly revolve the principles involv­ 
ed in science. 
The art or practice of ed­ 
ucation, therefore, is founded on the sci 
enee of mind or psy cholog y .
